standard format associated with a middleware brokering server, then performs a third conversion 
from the standard format to a format associated with a second middleware system, and finally 
performs a fourth conversion on the message to a format understood by an application connected 
to the second middleware system. This two-tiered system, including a first tier for 
communicating within a middleware system and a second tier for communicating between 
middleware systems, was not found to be anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of 
record.
